ASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The 
tremendous sum of $1,369,025,- 
776 is being spent for highway con-

Akron, O., Aug. 8—The General

consumption gain during the five- 
year period of the report.

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The First Half Year 





HERE has just been released by the Cram Service in| 


Detroit an extremely interesting compilation showing 
the production by companies for the first half of 1928. The 
total given in this table differs somewhat from that an- 
nounced last month by the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, which was 2,322,687, whereas Cram makes 
it 2.326.887. The difference is negligible considering the 
size of the total. 

Analysis of the Cram figures indicate a number of 
interesting things. It shows, for instance, that only the 
falling off in Ford production kept the industry from regis- 
tering its greatest production half-year in history. During 
the January-July period this year, Ford turned out 219,816 
units. Compared with this his production during the first 
half of 1927 was 380,650 and in the record year of 1926, 
708,775 units came out of the Ford factory. 

If Henry Ford had been able to produce even at his 
1927 rate for the first six months—that is to say, 380,650 
units—the difference between that and what he actually did 
turn out, 219,816, would add 171,000 vehicles to the half 
year’s total. This. would put the production total. at 
2,497,887 for the first half. In the record year of 1926 the 
first six months’ production for the industry reached 
2,483,463. This would put 1928 ahead of 1926 by almost 
15,000 vehicles. 

Analysing the figures in another way we find that the 
first half of 1928 was 5.8 per cent. ahead of the similar 
period of 1927, and 6.4 per cent. behind the record of 1926. 
It is perfectly evident that the chance of breaking the 1926 
year’s total rests entirely on how rapidly the Ford Motor 
Company steps up production during the remaining months 
of the year. It is by no means certain that the industry is 
not going to break all records this year. 

Mary companies showed remarkably good gains 
during the first half. Graham-Paige led the field in the 
percentage of gain over last year with 225 per cent. 
Packard, Hupp, Stearns-Knight and Gardner also did 
wonderfully well in this respect. Chevrolet, Willys-Over- 
land, Pontiac, Dodge, Graham-Paige again and Olds- 
mobile showed splendidly with regard to gains in units 
manufactured. 


Lighting Effects Sales 


T HAS remained for a grocery store chain to make prob- 


ably the most comprehensive study of lighting conditions | 


and their effect on sales that has yet been made public. This 


chain store organization is the D. Pender Grocery Company, | 


which operates 400 stores in the southern territory. 

Until the company investigated the lighting sitiuation 
each store was permitted to arrange its lights as the man- 
ager thought fit. Now a unit system of lights has been 
evolved, and these are exactly the same in all the stores. The 
only difference is that in the larger stores more units are 
employed. The standard unit consists of three globes hung 
down the middle of the store and each containing a 200-watt 
lamp. Over each window is another globe similarly equipped. 
This makes a total of 1,000 watts for the store. The com- 
pany has found that by reason of the better arrangement of 


lights it is saving current and reducing its lighting bills in} 
spite of the fact that the stores are much better illuminated | 


than they were before. 
The company has found also that by leaving on the two 


lights over the windows all night the best sort of publicity | 


advertising is obtained at a comparatively low cost. 

Of course this is a grocery company, but there are 
many concerns in the automotive industry which do not 
yet appreciate the possibilities of scientific lighting and 
the increased sales that will accrue from better lighted 
places of business.

Special Displays, 
Psychology Aids — 
Bates of Bronx

ie YORK, Aug. 8. — 
Psychology plays a big 
part in the sale of accessories, 
according to H. Walter Maass, 
vice-president and secretary 
in charge of sales of the Bates | 
Chevrolet Company, Bronx 
county distributor. Acces- 
sory sales in 1927 grossed 
$75,000 and indications in 
the first seven months of 
this year are that the gross 
for 1928 will be from $80,000 
to $85,000. 

“We easily pay our rent with ac- 
cessories,” Mr. Maass says, “for last 
year our net in 
accessories Sales 
was $33,000 and 
yur rent $24,000.” 

The Bates Com- 
pany has several 
nethods of mer- 
thandising acces- 
sories. The most 
mportant, pe r- 
laps, is the spe- 
vials each week 
hat occupy the 
‘entral place of 
1onor in the big 
and are easily seen by 
motorists on their way to West- 
chester. Last week the special was 
an Imperial landau sedan with red 
wire wheels and fully equipped with | 
accessories. Before that the com- 
pany showed a roadster painted in 
two-tone yellow, and then there was 
a cabriolet with orange wire wheels. 
Cars with brass trimmings, instead | 
of nickel or aluminum, have also 
boosted sales. | 

That these specials have attracted 
attention has been demonstrated, 
Mr. Maass says, by the number of 
calls for these “different” cars and 
the inquiries from Chevrolet dealers | 
in Westchester and elsewhere asking | 
for the details of the special dis- | 
played that week “because we have | 
a call to duplicate it from a cus-
